To  the  Contributors  to  the  Howard 

Hospital  and  Infirmary  for  Incurables  : 

The  Board  of  Managers  respectfully  submit  their 
Twenty-second  Annual  Report,  showing  the  progress 
of  the  Institution  during  the  year  ending  March  1st, 
1876. 

The  year  that  has  just  closed  has  been  one  of  steady 
and  successful  operation.  The  number  of  patients, 
although  somewhat  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year, 
has  continued  to  he  considerably  in  excess  of  former 
years,  and  to  fully  tax  the  capacities  and  present  re¬ 
sources  of  the  Hospital.  These  numerous  applications 
for  assistance  are  due,  in  great  measure,  to  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  general  financial  depression,  which  affect  so  seri¬ 
ously  the  laboring  classes,  and  enlarges  the  ranks  of  those 
who  are  compelled  to  seek  the  help  of  charitable  and 
benevolent  institutions.  YYe  are  gratified  at  being  able 
to  say  that  these  increased  demands  have  been  met  by 
increased  liberality,  and  that  we  have  been  provided, 
through  the  generosity  of  our  contributors,  with  the 
means  required  to  supply  all  proper  applicants  with  the 
needed  relief.  To  all  who  have  so  promptly  and  liberally 
supplied  these  means,  we  would  express  our  grateful 
thanks,  while  we  would  also  record  our  sense  of  the 
gratitude  we  owe  to  the  Giver  of  all  good,  whose  wise 
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and  gracious  Providence  has  guided  and  sustained  this 

O  O 

Institution,  and  enabled  it  to  do  its  part  in  alleviating 
human  s uttering. 

The  number  of  new  patients  received  and  registered  at 
the  Hospital  Dispensary  during  the  past  year  has  been 
8,091.  Of  these  7,724  were  white,  and  267  colored  ;  2,871 
were  males,  and  5,220  females  ;  4,796  were  adults,  and 
8,295  minors.  The  nativity  of  these  patients  was  as 
as  follows  :  United  States,  4,430  ;  Ireland,  3,259  ;  England, 
223  ;  Scotland,  89  ;  Germany,  54 ;  Canada,  14  ;  France, 
4;  Wales,  3;  West  Indies,  3  ;  Holland,  2  ;  Denmark,  2  ; 
Italy,  2  ;  Spain,  1  ;  Russia,  1  ;  Austria,  1  ;  Poland,  1  ; 
Gibraltar,  1  ;  St.  Helena,  1. 

The  tabular  statement  of  these  cases,  which  -will  be 
found  annexed  to  this  report,  exhibits  the  number  of 
patients  received  each  month,  and  their  distribution 
among  the  special  medical  departments  through  which 
the  work  of  the  Institution  is  conducted,  according  to 
the  several  classes  of  disease,  or  ailments,  to  which  the 
patients  are  subjected.  The  total  number  of  cases  treated 
in  each  of  these  departments  during  the  year  was  as 
follows :

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The  tabular  statement  of  the  cases  also  shows  the 
number  of  visits  made  by  these  patients  to  the  Hospital 
while  under  treatment,  to  have  been  22,156,  an  average 
of  more  than  seventy  visits  per  day.  Some  of  the  clinics 
exceed  this  number  in  attendance  at  one  time,  and  the 
labor  thrown  upon  the  attending  physicians  in  such  in¬ 
stances  has  been  so  great,  that  the  Managers  have  been 
considering  the  propriety  of  appointing  additional  or  ad¬ 
junct  physicians  to  some  of  the  departments.  The 
patients  at  each  visit  receive  medical  advice,  and  such 
medicine  as  may  be  required  by  their  case  is  dispensed 
to  them  by  our  apothecary,  on  the  prescription  of  the  at¬ 
tending  physician.  During  the  past  year  23, 813  prescrip¬ 
tions  have  been  compounded  for  the  use  of  the  patients, 
who  receive  the  advice  and  medicine  thus  given  to  them 
without  anv  charge  therefor.  The  drills  necessary  for 

v_T  i / 

this  purpose  have  been  donated  to  the  Institution,  with 
the  exception  of  the  small  amount  of  $39.17  purchased; 
and  we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  these  contributors, 
and  to  all  others  who  have  donated  articles  to  the  IIos- 
pital,  for  their  very  useful  and  timely  gifts  which  have 
done  so  much  to  promote  the  efficiency  and  economical 
management  of  the  Institution. 

The  Annual  Deport  of  the  Treasurer,  which  will  be 
found  annexed  hereto,  exhibits  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Hospital  during  the  past  year.  The  amount  received 
by  contributions  and  donations  of  money  for  current  use 
was  $2,315.52,  and  from  interest  on  investments,  $313.  The 
amount  of  cash  expended  for  salaries,  surgical  apparatus, 
drugs,  repairs,  furniture,  fuel,  printing,  and  all  other  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Institution,  was  $2,158.59.  In  addition  to 
the  donations  of  monev,  various  articles  for  use  in  the 
Hospital  have  been  contributed,  a  list  of  which  is  ap¬ 
pended  to  this  report.  The  value  of  these  articles  is 
$513.57,  which  being  added  to  the  amount  of  cash  ex- 
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pended,  makes  the  total  amount  expended  and  used 
during  the  year,  in  money,  drugs,  and  other  materials, 
the  sum  of  $2,672.16.  The  average  cost  of  supplying 
each  patient,  gratuitously,  with  medical  advice  and 
medicine  has  been  the  sum  of  33  cents,  or,  taking  as  a 
basis  the  number  of  prescriptions  compounded,  the 
average  cost  of  each  visit  and  prescription  has  been  the 
sum  of  11  cents. 

While  this  average  expense  is  slightly  greater  than  that 
of  last  year,  it  is  fully  accounted  for  by  the  fact,  that  some 
expenditures  were  necessarily  incurred  this  year  in  fur¬ 
nishing  a  portion  of  the  Hospital,  while  that  part  of  the 
expenses  really  incurred  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
patients  has  not  been  in  fact  increased.  The  same  policy 
which  has  been  followed  for  several  }Tears  past  in  the 
management  of  the  Institution,  has  been  continued, 
namely,  to  supply  freely  everything  necessary  and  ser¬ 
viceable  for  the  sure  and  speedy  recovery  of  the  patients, 
but  to  avoid  all  useless  and  superfluous  expenses,  and  to 
prevent  everything  which  leads  to  waste  or  extravagance. 
This  policy  has  produced  the  most  beneficial  results,  enab¬ 
ling  us  to  provide  for  a  larger  number  of  patients  at  a 
very  small  average  expense  for  each,  and  we  call  atten¬ 
tion  to  it,  that  those  who  contribute  to  our  work  may 
feel  satisfied  that  their  donations  are  carefully  and 
economically  applied,  and  may  be  encouraged  to  give  to 
the  Institution  a  liberal  support. 

We  need  scarcely  appeal  again  for  this  support,  as  we 
have  in  former  years,  on  the  ground  that  the  charity 
which  we  are  dispensing  by  your  contributions,  com¬ 
mends  itself  by  its  very  nature  to  the  sympathies  of  all 
who  love  their  fellow  men.  The  opportunities  here  af¬ 
forded  of  doing  good  are  abundant,  and  if  we  heed  the 
injunction  to  “  do  good  as  we  have  opportunity,”  we  shall 
not  fail  to  help  the  work  which  this  and  similar  Institu- 
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tions  are  carrying  on  among  us.  The  general  summary  of 
our  work  since  the  foundation  of  this  Hospital,  in  May, 
1853,  as  shown  by  one  of  the  statements  appended  hereto, 
gives  us  the  fact  that  121,718  persons  have  received  its 
benefits.  While  this  number  is  large  in  itself,  it  is  only 
a  representative  of  many  more  who  have  been  aided  by 
the  beneficent  work  here  conducted.  Many  of  those 
who  suffer  under  the  combined  evils  of  poverty  and  sick¬ 
ness,  have  others  dependant  upon  them,  whose  wants  are 
also  relieved  by  the  restoration  of  the  sick  one  to  health 
and  active  labor,  and  thus  the  renewed  vigor  of  one  be¬ 
comes  a  source  of  comfort  and  blessing  to  all  who  are  re- 
■^5  on  his  exertions  for  daily  support.  But  if  we  look 
merely  at  the  results  which  we  are  able  to  gather  from 
our  records,  and  consider  the  large  number  of  the  sick 
pool  who  aie  constantly  applying  to  us  for  relief,  wTe  feel 
justified  in  commending  tnis  Institution  to  your  support, 
that  you  may  not  only  sustain  it  in  its  present  work,  but 
that  you  may  devise  liberal  means  for  the  extension  and 
enlargement  of  its  usefulness. 

Foi  seveial  ^ears  past,  we  have  suggested  in  our  re- 
poits,  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to  establish  full 
hospital  piactice.  IV  e  realize  the  need  for  it  in  the  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  city  where  w^e  are  located,  and  we  again  ex¬ 
press  the  hope  that  the  funds  required  for  it  wil?  be  pro¬ 
vided.  Looking  to  this  end,  we  began  five  years  ago, 
the  investment  of  a  permanent  fund.  At  our  last  report, 
this  fund  amounted  to  $6,300.  We  have  received  this 
year  from  the  trustees  under  the  will  of  John  Bohlen, 
deceased,  the  sum  of  §500,  which  has  been  invested,  and’ 
which  makes  the  fund  now  amount  to  §6,800.  We  trust 
this  object  will  be  kept  in  view  by  our  contributors,  so 
that  these  permanent  investments  may  steadily  increase, 
until  an  amount  may  be  realized  sufficient  to  justify  us 
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in  making  our  Hospital  what  it  wras  by  its  charter  in¬ 
tended  to  be. 

Since  our  last  report,  Dr.  A.  Paul  Turner  has  resigned 
his  position  as  physician  in  charge  of  the  Department  of 
Diseases  of  the  Digestive  Organs,  and  Dr.  Horace  Wil¬ 
liams  has  also  resigned  his  position  as  physician  in  charge 
of  the  Department  of  Yesico-Renal  Affections.  These 
gentlemen  have  served  the  Hospital  in  these  positions  for 
a  period  of  seven  years,  and  Dr.  Turner  had  previously 
for  seven  years  discharged  the  duties  of  resident  physi¬ 
cian.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  their  Ions:  and 
faithful  services.  Roland  G.  Curtin,  M.  D.,  has  been 
elected  to  fid  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Turner.  The  other  vacancy  has  not  yet  been 
supplied. 

The  term  of  G.  Hayward  Coburn,  M.  D.,  who  has 
filled  the  office  of  resident  physician  during  the  past- 
year  with  ability  and  fidelity,  will  expire  next  month. 
The  Board  have  elected  Allen  D.  Gilmer,  M.  D.,  as  his 
successor. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  the 
medical  faculty  of  the  Hospital,  for  their  able  and  effi¬ 
cient  services,  and  for  the  interest  which  they  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  manifest  in  the  work  of  the  Institution,  and 
the  extension  of  its  benefits.
